Testimony That SertoMly Oenaoeta Tw* 

of the Prisoners With the Oeasplraey. 

What Wan Hern at the CarlHon Cnttsge 
f M tlie Night of the Mwrdar-More FeUee 
I oaetnls Testily— WltneiaeteMsreMte, 

Illlnolx. 

Chuiaoo, Nov. 8. —When the oase 
wna resuiuod Thunday morning Core* 
Bar Henry Hurts wsa called to the wit- 
nssssfauia. Aflsr nlsliiic how the in* 
qnaat osme to be called to infStlgSts 
the death of Dr. Oronin, and how th« 
difTereiit artioien of evideiKH; oitine into 
his poetM^itsiuu, be identitlt^il the trunk 
in ooui't aa the same whioli was turned 
orer by hiiu to the chief of police. Ho 
alau identified the k«7 with wUoh lbs 
look of the tniak wss opsnod. 

Mr. Forrest's »OM>stsmlnstioa was 
oonfliiud to u few questions about how 
the coroaor tlrat got tiie trunk. Mr. 
Forrest H point was to show that there 
were tinios when the trunk was not 
properly guarded from possible tami)er- 
lug with by persons inimical to the 'le- 
fcus(!. Mr. Hertz tlrst saw the trunk iu 
the CO I't rootn. where the inaueat waa 
heKi. It was brought thithar of pottos> 
ttn'Ai and a <lei>uty ooroner. 

Wiliiuiu Mertes, tlie milkman, was 
then called. After ini|uiring the name 
aud occupation of thu witnn.ss. .ludge 
Liongfii«<!it<*r a.sked Mertcs if he know 
where the Carlsun cottage is. and if ha 
wa8 near tiioro on May 4. Witness re- 
pliml th;it hn kneiv whiu'e tlio oottuge is 
aud that ho was nuar there t iie time 
mentiout'd. He was asked to toll in his 
own way what he saw and heard. Judge 
Wiug. for the defense, objected, but 
Judge Mo('imnell permittou the witness 
to proceed. 

Mertes told his story in a clear tone 
of voice and fitce<l the jury. 

He »uid : ' °1 wai on tho ea.st side of 
Ashland avenue near the ('urUou cot- 
tage about H::1U o'clock. I saw two men 
drive up to the cottage iu a buggy. 
The horse that pulled thu buggy was a 
dark brown, with a white face. A big 
fellow got out of the buggy, weut up 
the HtupH, and it looked to me as if he 
had kovH aud lot himself ia. As uoou 
as he ttuturi.'il the other man drove rap. 
idly awa^-. When he turned I saw his 
face very plain. He wits a little mau 
with a \ forehead. He hod uo beard. 
He looked to be about '.iO years old. The 
man wlio weut into the cottage waa a 
big high-shoulilenHi man. I went down 
to the grocery store and sttiyed there 
about an hour, the store is a block 
aud a half south of Ashland avunue. 
When I oiuue baiik b^ the Carlson cot- 
tage i heard uoi.ses like there was naU- 
ing. There » as a small light iu the 
house. I weut home aud stayed all 
night. ' 

When asked if he ba i been seen those 
men siuoe, witness said: "Yes," and 
identified Kauxe and Dan. Coughlin as 
the men. The iuentiilcution uv the 
witnes.s was dramatic in the e.v{reme. 
"The f*ll(>.\ tlmt stayed iu the buggy, " 
be Haiti, "i.s ihut fellow there, iiulin 
Kuiiv.e, on the pillow there, and the 
fellow who went into the cottage was 
that fellow Kitting there uext to .Mr. 
O'Uullivun," uoiutiug at Dhu. Cougli- 
liu. At this aumniug statement every 
e\-e was turned ou tlie two prisoners. 
Even Luther LuUin .Uills swung him- 
self round in bis chair and regardoil 
them intently. Hut to all ai>i)oaranoes 
they ware more cool aud oolleuted than 
anytKMly else iu the oonrt room. A 
ftdut smile played over the e<c-detect- 
ivu s fncM while Kunse iiushed a tride. 
The witness wo-t oroas-oxamiued bv 
Judge Wiug aiul saui tlwt he pioked 
Kniize out of a loug line of men lu the 
atntioii. Ho ha<i st(N>.l looking at the 
muu iu tlie buggy for fully five minutes, 
and the mau looked at htm Hharply too. 

' i never saw ii man look like he did 
at me, ' huid the witness. 

.Uertea went on to say that be fully 
reuoguised Ooughlin wlten be saw him 
in tlio oounty jail. This evidence 
trouijled the ex-detective. His face aud 
neuk be«auue aulftised with blood aud 
hiN eyea grow moist 

The uroHis -exam illation developed the 
fact that judge Wiug had oallad ujpou 
the witnewt at his house and put him 
through a oourae of sprouts in the way, 
of an exStminatioa. ' Merts% howavar, 
bad been wurued by Capt dofauettler to 
tell nolxxly the evideuoe he was going 
to giwi and Uuding himself anaUe to 
shake ott' the attorney for the defen"e, 
he had told bim a fairy atory. It was 
upon this trial the oross.«xaaiiiiation 
was tMsed, and, as a result^ th* lawyer 
found himstdf treadini; on dangaroos 
nouud. i'lie witne.ss frankly admitted 
that Lc had lied to the lawyets baoatuw 
he had Ix-en told to say noMiiug to any- 
body, addiug: "That was in my house, 
but tnii* is difl'ereut. In my hoosa I 
tell whatever I please. When I ooma 
in court I swear by God to tell the 
truth, ami, by (lod. I tall the truth." 

At tlii.s there was luud applause, 
which oauH- d Judge MbCooneU to aur 
tliat if the demonuratttm was rapaalM 
he would adyoarn iMif anooi^ Io 
olear lb* oovrt 'and then rsMuna lha 
triiil. 

The or<iss-exumiiiation continued for 
over an hoar, but the witness did not 
vuy iujijs stoiy. 

CMSoerLoruh, who was oaa of tbs 
llzst to enter the Oarlson oottufSb ds. 
soribod its oouditiott, and toldMfl&d- 
ingthe iwiDt spotted key nodar the 
waah stand in the front room. Tb» key 
waa ploood ia evidanoa and the ooort 
tooka raoess. 

Bx-Oaptain Sohaaok, of the Ohioago 
Avenue station, was the flrst witness at 
the aftamoon session. He testified to 
his oonveraatioiM with O'Snllivan on 
User 8 SBd-Hay ^ Ths io«.n>an denied 



tiialhe belonged to {ha Olan-na-Oael 
and gave the vritness a very uuhstisfao- 
tory oooount of bis relations with Dr. 
Croniu. O'Hollivan reluotantlv admit- 
ted that be bad talked with Coughlin 
by ttde-ihone shortly before the murder 
and while the latter was a detective un- 
der Bcliaaok and that he made inquiry 
about Kun7.«. 

Chief of Police Hubbard was the 
next witness, and his appearanoe on the 
stand caused a ripple of excitement, it 
having been understood that be would 
have something sensational to reveal. 
He was first asked about the custody of 
the trunk .dnce it was given to the coro- 
ner. He said it had been in his sole 
care until delivered to the state's attor- 
ney. This was also true regarding the 
look and ksy. The shiaf iOantiflad Sus- 
pect Bnrka as tha Bote he had flrsl 
seen in the Winnipsg JiA and the di* 
reot examination •mdao, aiveh to the 
disappointment < f the spaot*tors. At- 
torney Wing triad to bring out what the 
ehiaf knew about hhi client, Coughlin, 
but the judge refused to permit hun, as 
Coughlin nod not bsan mentioned in 
the aireot. 

Polioe Captain Sohoattler next told 
of his connection with the eass^ on 
which bo bad been working since the 
beginning. He flrst heard of the Carl- 
son cottage on tha night of May 39, the 
day the body was disoovered, and want 
into it the next day. Among the things 
be found there was a piece of blood- 
stained soap, on which was some hair.

They 
halted for the night at a lumber oamp, 
where they wars drugged and da. 
bauohed. and foread to remain in tha 
lumber oamp-on pain of death if eso^ie 
was attempted. 

For two months thay were snbieoled 
to moat iuhuman traatmaot. and Anally 
ftva of the Toronto pirls ssaapad. Three 
of Ihem found amiMoymeat ia OhioSgo, 
whsea they are bow Uviag, while ue 
ether two arrived ia Toronto Wadnes- 
day momiug and told their story. 

The girls ava ot reuieetehle families 
•ad for the mesaat dssira that their 
names be witfiieldr It is said that tha 
prooorsas isou her wav to Toronto again 
to seonra a fr esh supply of girls.

— The returns 
from every precinct in Ohio, unofHoial, 
show that Campbell defeats Foraker by 
ll,4Si and that the Demoerats have 
both branches of the lefialatars^ with 
eight majority on Joint banoL On the 
rest of tlw hbtte ticket it is very close, 
and probably some on etch ticket elect- 
ed. It uow look.s as though the Repub- 
hcans had the state treasurer, clerk of 
supreme oourt, attorney general and 
sehool eommissioner, and that the 
Demoerats had seeoxod the liealanant 
governor, supreme oourt judge and 
member of board of public works. It 
will take the olKcial count to determine 
all below the governorship and this will 
be completed this week. 

The Democratic scramble for the 
United States senatorsbip to succeed 
Mr. Payne has already liegaa. Hon. 
John A. Thomas, the noh Springfield 
manufacturer, is now here on the ground 
setting up the pins for that place. He 
coutiibuUnl largely to the Domocratio 
campaign fund, oua is working to suo- 
oeeu Mr. Pavna Hon. Calvin S. Brioe, 
ehahrm n of the National Democratic 
eotnmittee. wants to be elected, and has 
men here tiguring ou bis interest, Hon. 
Lawrence 'I. Neal. of Chillioothe, Mr. 
Camplxill s competitor for the nomina- 
tion IS a1 M> in the field, as it ex-Con- 
gressman Oeorge L. Cpnverse^ of this 
city. Mr. Payne will not be a oandi- 
dato for re- election. The othor gentle- 
men mentioned are Hon. John Iv Mc- 
Lean, of The Cincinuati llu(iuirer and 
Hon. James R Neal, ohairmuu of the 
Democratic state committee.

This oi^ 
sustained the heaviest loss by iire yea* 
terday it has experienced since the war. 
Flames wore disoovered about 8 o'oloek 
in the morning ia the rear of the sloie 
el A. Bosenstock & Compaiiy er Qmk§» 
K. Davis k Company. 

Owing to the density of smoke it 
oould aot be aaoertained in which it 
origiuatod. Soon flames burst out ef 
Bosenstock 's front door and spreed 
themselves with lightning rapidity. Aa 
alarm was souudeo, and the tire depart- 
ment responded, but, not being able to 
make nmcb headway, help was asked 
from lUchmond. That city sent two 
engines, but the fire was practically 
under control before their arrival, the 
train having been delayed en route. 

The buildin^ns iu which tlie tire start- 
ed wore located in what is known as the 
"Iron Front ' block, on Sycamore street 
near Tabb. The blook oonsisted of five 
storas, each live stories high, uud was 
the handsomoBt iu the city. The blook 
was soon a moss of flames, which com- 
muuicattjd to the buildings ou e.ich side 
and swjpt across the street, consuming 
sixteen pla<;es of business befute they 
were stopped.
